Co-Lin  has  a  great  tradition  of  academic  and  athletic 
success.  The  work  and  determination  of  our  student 
athletes  have  reflected  positively  on  our  institution  in 
the  past  and  I  am  confident  the  tradition  of  outstanding 
achievement  will  continue  with  our  athletes  of  today. 

In  recent  years  our  athletic  teams  have  won  state  and 
regional  championships  and  participated  in  NJCAA  Na- 
tional Tournaments.  This  year  was  no  exception  as  our 
coaches  and  student-athletes  were  either  state  champi- 
ons or  runners-up  in  five  of  our  1 0  varsity  sports. 

Coach  Allen  Kent  and  the  Lady  Wolves  Softball  Team 
won  their  second  straight  MAC)C  State  Championship, 
Coach  Ronny  Ross  and  the  Wolfpack  Golf  Team  won 
the  college's  first  ever  MACJC  Division  II  Golf  Cham- 
pionship and  Coach  Mike  Mclntyre  and  the  Wolfpack 
Tennis  Team  were  the  Men's  Co-Champions. 

In  the  last  three  years,  the  Wolfpack  Football  Team 
won  the  Sea  Island  Golden  Isles  Bowl  and  finished 
ranked  No.  6  in  the  Nation  (2006),  and  the  Lady 
Wolves  Basketball  Team  won  the  NJCAA  Region  23 
Basketball  Tournament  and  finished  sixth  in  the  NJCAA 
Division  I  National  Tournament  (2007);  and  the  Lady 
Wolves  Softball  Team  has  made  two  trips  to  the  NJCAA 
Division  II  National  Tournament  coming  in  third  (2006) 
and  runners-up  in  2008. 

Since  2000,  Co-Lin  has  produced  23  NJCAA  All- 
Americans  in  baseball,  softba  1 1 ,  basketball,  golf,  and 
football. 

We  are  just  as  proud  of  the  academic  accomplish- 
ments of  our  students.  The  Men's  Tennis  Team  was 
named  the  No.  2  NJCAA  Academic  Team  of  the  Year 

Board  of  Trustees  


with  a  3.36  grade  point  average.  Coach  Mike  Mcln- 
tyre's  teams  have  finished  in  the  top  three  for  the  past 
seven  years.  Our  women's  tennis  was  the  No.  5  NJCAA 
Academic  Team  of  the  Year  with  a  3.51  grade  point  av- 
erage. The  baseball,  women's  soccer  and  softball  teams 
are  also  consistently  ranked  in  the  Academic  Team  of 
the  Year  polls. 

Five  student-athletes  were  named  NJCAA  Distin- 
guished Academic  All-Americans  in  2009  and  four 
were  named  NJCAA  Academic  All-Americans.  Since 
2005,  Co-Lin  has  produced  36  NJCAA  Distinguished 
Academic  All-Americans  and  38  Academic  All-Ameri- 
cans. 

We  have  also  updated  our  athletic  facilities.  This 
year  the  outfield  fence  at  the  baseball  field  was  re- 
placed and  lights  were  installed  at  the  softball  and  soc- 
cer fields. 

I  am  also  proud  of  the  dedication  of  our  coaches. 
They  work  tirelessly  throughout  the  year  with  resources 
that  are  very  limited  compared  to  other  colleges.  Nev- 
ertheless, they  have  developed  programs  that  are  com- 
petitive in  every  sport.  Our  coaches  also  are  committed 
to  helping  our  student  athletes  achieve  their  personal, 
academic  and  career  goals. 

Finally,  we  welcome  all  teams,  fans,  coaches,  and 
administrators  to  our  campus.  Please  enjoy  your  stay 
and  let  us  know  if  we  can  assist  you  in  any  way.

Gwyn  Young 

Athletic  Director/ 

Women's  Head

Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since 
1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been  head  coach  of 
the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  33  years. 
Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his  team 
win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record 
of  717  wins  and  220  losses  to  rank  him  as 
the  NJCAA  Second  Winningest  Active  Coach 
in  the  nation  and  the  Winningest  Women's 
Coach  in  the  Mississippi  Association  of  Com- 
munity/Junior Colleges. 

Young  has  put  the  Lady  Wolves  on  the  map 
as  one  of  the  nation's  premier  women's  bas- 
ketball teams.  Under  Coach  Young's  direc- 
tion, the  Lady  Wolves  have  accomplished  nu- 
merous awards  including  20  MACJC  Regular 
Season  First  place  finishes,  14  MACJC  South 
Division  Championships,  19  MACJC  State 
Tournament  Appearances,  five  MACJC  State 
Championships  (1993,  1997,  1999,  2002 
and  2003)  and  been  runner-up  to  the  MACJC 
State  Champions  six  times  (1 983,  1 984,  1 998, 
2006,  2007  and  2009).  The  Lady  Wolves  have 
won  five  NJCAA  Region  23  Championships 
(1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  and  2007),  been 
runners-up  to  the  NJCAA  Region  23  Cham- 
pions eight  times  (1990,  1996,  1998,  1999, 
2000,  2004,  2006  and  2009),  and  made  five 


NJCAA  National  Tournament  appearances 
(1989,  1993,  1997;  2002,  and  2007).  Young's 
team  finished  sixth  in  the  2007  National  Tour- 
nament, fourth  in  the  1989  National  Tourna- 
ment, and  has  been  consistently  ranked  each 
year  by  the  NJCAA  polls. 

Young  has  been  honored  as  Region  23 
Coach  of  the  Year  in  1989,  1993,  1997,  2002 
and  2007  and  MACJC  and  MAC  Coach  of  the 
Year  in  1993,  2001  and  2007.  The  Clarion- 
Ledger  has  also  recognized  him  as  Coach  of 
the  Year  for  Junior  Colleges  on  numerous  oc- 
casions. 

A  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  where  he 
was  a  standout  for  the  Wolves  basketball 
team,  Young  was  inducted  into  the  college's 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  in  1997.  After  gradu- 
ating from  Co-Lin,  he  attended  Mississippi 
College  where  he  was  team  MVP  and  a  team 
captain.  Young  received  his  bachelor's  degree 
from  Mississippi  College  and  master's  degree 
from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Velesta  Smith. 
They  have  two  grown  children,  Lane  and  Jes- 
sica, and  three  grandchildren,  Justin,  Mary 
Gwyn  and  Mailey  Kate.

Duane  Burt  begins  his  third  year  as  an 
assistant  coach  for  the  Lady  Wolves  softball 
team,  and  his  fourth  year  as  an  instructor  of 
biology  and  chemistry  at  Co-Lin. 

He  is  a  1 998  graduate  of  Co-Lin,  where  he 
was  a  member  of  the  baseball  team,  president 
of  the  Eta  Omega  chapter  of  Phi  Theta  Kappa, 
and  a  Hall  of  Fame  inductee. 

Burt  received  his  bachelor's  degree  in 
marine  biology,  with  a  minor  in  chemistry, 
from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi 
in  2000.  He  acquired  additional  study  in 
marine  science  at  Cornell  University.  Upon 
graduating  from  Southern  Miss,  he  accepted 
a  job  as  Environmental  Manager  at  a  utility 
engineering  and  construction  firm,  which  was 
contracted  by  AT&T.  After  two  years  of  en- 
vironmental work,  Burt  was  emergency  certi- 
fied by  the  state  of  Mississippi  to  teach  high 
school  science  for  two  years. 

While  at  BogueChitto  High  School,  he  was 


head  softball  coach.  During  these  two  years, 
he  accumulated  two  District  7-1 A  Champion- 
ship titles,  one  undefeated  season  within  Lin- 
coln County  rival  teams,  and  advanced  well 
into  the  state  playoffs  in  2002-2004. 

When  his  emergency  certification  to  teach 
and  coach  expired  in  2004,  Burt  attended 
graduate  school  at  the  University  of  Mississip- 
pi, School  of  Pharmacy.  In  2006,  he  received 
his  master  of  science  degree  in  marine  phar- 
macognosy, or,  drug  discovery  from  marine 
plants  and  animals. 

Burt  began  instructing  science  at  Co-Lin  in 
the  fall  of  2006  at  the  Simpson  County  Center, 
and  transferred  to  the  Wesson  campus  during 
the  summer  of  2007.  He  is  a  member  of  Cal- 
vary Baptist  Church  in  Bogue  Chitto,  and  is 
married  to  the  former  Amy  L.  Smith  of  Bogue 
Chitto. 

They  are  the  parents  of  one  son,  Brandon, 
and  a  daughter,  Layla. 
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Keith  Case  enters  his  18th  season  as  the 
field  general  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  baseball 
team.  Case  enters  his  second  year  as  assistant 
athletic  director  and  is  an  instructor  in  the 
mathematics  division. 

Case  has  guided  the  Wolves  to  eight  Na- 
tional Junior  College  Athletic  Association  (NJ- 
CAA)  Regional  Tournament  appearances  and 
two  MACJC  State  Tournaments.  His  1998, 
2000,  2001  and  2005  teams  won  the  NJ- 
CAA  Region  XXIII  Division  II  championship 
and  advanced  to  the  NJCAA  Central  District 
Tournaments.  The  2000  and  2005  teams  ad- 
vanced to  the  NJCAA  Division  II  World  Series 
in  Millington,  TN.,  and  finished  No.  4  in  the 
Nation. 

Case  received  NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Coach 
of  the  Year  honors  in  1998,  2000,  2001  and 
2005.  Case  received  the  Louisville  Slugger 
Excellence  in  Coaching  Award  in  1998.  He 
was  awarded  Diamond  Baseball  Company's 
Coach  of  the  Year  Award  in  2000,  2001  and 
2005. 

During  his  career,  Case  has  compiled  over 
555  victories  as  a  head  coach.  He  has  guided 
his  teams  to  conference,  division,  district, 
state,  and  region  championships  during  his 


25  years  as  a  head  coach.  In  the  last  1  7  years, 
Case  has  been  instrumental  in  placing  Co-Lin 
baseball  in  the  national  rankings  on  the  dia- 
mond and  in  the  classroom. 

The  Wolfpack  finished  in  the  top  10  aca- 
demically in  1999,  2000,  2002,  2003,  2004, 
2006,  and  2007.  He  has  coached  five  NJCAA 
All-Americans,  five  Distinguished  Academic 
All-Americans,  and  10  Academic  All-Ameri- 
cans.  Seventy-six  former  Co-Lin  players  have 
gone  on  to  play  at  four-year  colleges  and  uni- 
versities and  1 1  former  players  have  played 
or  are  currently  playing  professionally.  Over 
the  last  17  years,  36  former  players  are  now 
coaching  on  the  high  school  or  collegiate 
level. 

Case  holds  a  bachelor  of  science  degree 
from  Mississippi  State  University  and  a  mas- 
ter's degree  in  education  from  William  Carey 
College.  He  completed  additional  studies 
at  Mississippi  College  and  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi. 

A  native  of  Tryus,  Mississippi,  Case  is  a 
graduate  of  Monticello  High  School.  He  is 
married  to  the  former  Susan  Caffey  of  Jackson. 
They  have  two  daughters,  Macie  and  Ras.

Glenn  Davis  begins  his  sixth  year  as  head 
coach  of  the  Wolves.  Davis  also  serves  as  an 
instructor  in  the  health  and  physical  educa- 
tion division. 

He  led  the  Wolves  to  a  21-0  shutout  vic- 
tory over  the  Georgia  Military  Bulldogs  in  the 
2006  Sea  Island  Company  Golden  Isles  Bowl 
Classic.  The  Wolfpack  finished  the  2006  sea- 
son with  a  9-3  record,  ranked  No.  6  in  the 
final  NJCAA  poll,  MACJC  South  Division 
Champions  and  State  Runner-Up. 

Davis  previously  served  at  Co-Lin  as  of- 
fensive coordinator  from  1995-96.  During 
those  two  years,  he  helped  lead  the  team  to  a 
1  5-5  overall  record. 

Davis  is  a  1982  graduate  of  Delta  State 
University  where  he  was  a  three-year  letter- 
man  as  a  defensive  back  and  outside  line- 
backer for  the  Statesmen.  His  other  coaching 
stints  include  offensive  coordinator  at  South 
Natchez   High  School   (1982-85),  graduate 


assistant  at  Mississippi  State  (1986-87),  de- 
fensive backs  and  wide  receivers  coach  at 
the  University  of  North  Alabama  (1988-91), 
and  quarterbacks,  running  backs,  and  wide 
receivers  coach  at  Holmes  Community  Col- 
lege (1992-94).  From  1997-2003  he  served 
as  running  backs  coach  at  Mississippi  State 
University  under  former  head  coach  Jackie 
Sherrill. 

Under  Davis'  tutelage,  the  Bulldogs  lead 
the  Southeastern  Conference  in  rushing  in 
2000  averaging  193.8  yards  per  game  and 
ranked  third  in  1998  averaging  172  yards 
per  game.  He  mentored  Dicenzo  Miller  to 
Mississippi  State's  sixth-ever,  1,000-yard  sea- 
son in  2000  (1,005  yards)  and  James  John- 
son to  the  fourth  and  fifth-ever,  1 , 000-yard 
campaigns  in  1997  (1,069  yards)  and  1998 
(1,383  yards). 

He  and  his  wife  Minta,  are  the  parents  of 
two  children,  Ann  Shelby  and  Micah.

Ray  Ishee 

Ray  Ishee  was  a  football  coach  at  Co-Lin  from  1979  to  1989.  He  served  as  athletic  director  and  head 
coach  in  1985  through  1989.  He  was  dean  of  students  from  1990  to  2001 .  In  five  seasons  as  head  football 
coach,  Ishee  compiled  a  37-1 7-1  record  and  took  the  Wolves  to  the  state  playoffs  four  times  bringing  the  foot- 
ball program  to  national  prominence.  The  team  was  ranked  in  the  top  ten  in  the  nation  four  of  the  five  years  he 
was  head  football  coach.  The  1 985  state  championship  was  the  first  since  1 938.  The  team  defeated  nationally 
ranked  Nassau  County  (NY)  in  the  East  Bowl  that  year. 

A  graduate  of  Jones  Junior  College,  Ishee  also  played  football  at  Delta  State  University  where  he  received 
his  master's  degree.  Ishee  coached  at  Delta  State  University,  Greenwood  High  School,  and  Cleveland  High 
School  prior  to  coming  to  Co-Lin.  He  is  a  member  of  the  National  Junior  Colleges  Football  Coaches  Hall  of 
Fame.  He  and  his  wife,  Rhonda,  live  in  Wesson  and  have  two  children  and  two  grandchildren. 


Damn  Jenkins 

Daron  Jenkins  is  a  1988  Co-Lin  graduate  where  he  was  an  outstanding  basketball  player.  He  led  the 
Wolves  to  a  36  -  2  record  in  a  year  when  Co-Lin  was  ranked  number  five  in  the  nation.  Jenkins  was  rated 
number  one  of  the  top  five  junior  college  players  in  the  nation  that  year.  He  also  led  the  National  Junior  Col- 
lege Tournament  in  scoring,  rebounds,  and  dunks. 

After  Co-Lin,  Jenkins  played  for  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  where  he  was  the  all-time  shot 
blocker  in  the  school's  history  and  still  holds  the  single  season  and  game  shot  blocker  record.  He  was  a  free 
agent  in  1 991  and  1 992  and  played  for  the  USA  team  in  the  Middle  East  in  1 993  and  was  voted  most  valuable 
player  out  of  eight  countries  in  the  Ramadan  Classic  Tournament.  Jenkins  also  played  in  the  European  and 
Canadian  Basketball  League  and  with  the  Harlem  Globetrotters.  While  with  the  Harlem  Globetrotters,  he  set 
the  eleven  feet,  seven  inches  Guinness  Book  World  Record  for  dunks. 

Jenkins  is  a  graduate  of  Mendenhall  High  School  and  lives  in  Braxton.  He  has  two  children.
